May it please your Lordships, 

I N compliance with the directions conveyed in your Lordships’ Letter, dated 
3d November last, we have the honour to submit herewith a detailed Report of 
our Proceedings, and a General Abstract of our Receipts and Expenditure in the 
vorious branches of service which have devolved upon us. 

Our Board was constituted by the Act i & 2 William IV. c. 33, and has been 
charged by the provisions thereof with the execution of the following services : 

1st. The management of a Fund of 550,000 for Loans and Grants to 
Public Works. 

2d. The Collection of Repayments of the Advances made out of the Con- 
solidated Fund by the late Loan Commissioners under former Acts. 
3d. Inland Navigation. 

4th. The Fisheries of Ireland, formerly under the superintendence of the 
late Directors-general of Inland Navigation. 

5th. Certain Roads and Bridges under the Act of the 6th George IV. 
c. 101. 

Additional Duties committed to us by His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland. 

Cth. The Cliar'Tc of the Public Buildings in Dublin and the Pho3nix 
Park. 

”th. Dunmore Harbour. 

8tb. Kingstown Harbour. 

On all these services vve propose to report consecutively in the order above 
stated. 




1st. Loans and Grants. 

With respect to the .Loans and Grants made by us under the sanction of your 
Lordships, and to the various applications which have been addressed to us under 
those heads, we liave thought it most condusive to clearness and facility ot reference 
to transmit Lists of the ^vliole, numhering them, without reference to their merits, 
from 1 to 80 ; and we have accompanied these Lists with a separate [laper con- 
veyinff, with reference to those numbers, such explanations and inforuialion on the 
several applications, whether entertained or otherwise, as we have considered it 
would be satisfactory to your Lordships to be made acquainted with, and as have 
been called for in your Lordships’ letter already referred to.

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We mav add in acneral terms, that much public advantage has already accraed, 
and maTreasonably be anticipated, from the operation of the loan and grant system 
nndcTthe nrovisioiis of the Act by which our Hoard has been constituted 

Wo les Sf much permanent utility to the country have been undertaken, the 
whole of which will shortly be under rapid progress, and will we trrist, be com- 
vkZ in a creditable manner, both as regards plans and execution. Lmptoymen! 
has been provided in various districts for the labonnnplasses ; and in the cases 
orsorof the loans the revenue wilt in all like hhood be materially increased by 
1 Sides aflbrded by the works to trade and general intercourse, while at the 
same time sufficient security has been obtained lor the repayment of the money 

"‘\Ve’havrendeavoiircd to take every due precaution to effect these public advan- 

tai.es and to obtain a full and perfect compliance with the provisions of the Act 

rfPrfiament from all parties seeking for loans or grants, objects which have not 

'"“vve CvTfnTetml™stanctff™^ considerable difficulty in obtaining thoroughly 

™Ttt"rirevaihng andf as'wrthiiik, a very mischievous error either to employ, 
under a false notion of economy, incompetent persons, or to restrict an engineer in 
his nroiect by certain fixed conditions iiicompalible with a judicious plan or sub- 
stantial work. Such a system can only lead to disappomtnient and conlusion, to 
a waste of money, and to works inapplicable to their object. 

With respect to the important class of application ot these loans for the making 
of roads and bnilding of bridges on Grand Jury presentments, we led ourselves 
called on to remark, that it has been found difficult in some instances to obtain 
from Grand Juries what might be deemed adequate sums lor the proper construc- 
tion of such obiects; and attempts have been made to adapt the presentments 
rather to what it has been considered desirable to be levied than to the real exigen- 
cies of the works. Too much stress is, we lliiiik, frequently laid upon the amount 
of the charges brought upon the counties and baronies lor those works, when It 
should be borne in mind tliat very nearly the whole sum is expended m labour m 
the same district from which the levy is raised, and that the beneht to he derived 
from the new or improved road will greatly more than coumcrbalance the cost ol 
the works ; that is, when planned with clue regard to general public utility. Ihis 
has been reported by the investigating Engineers to be the result in every instance 
where advances have been recommended by us; and we are ihereiore inchned to 
believe this to be one of the most beneficial applications of the iunds raised by 
Grand Juries. 



2d. The Collection of Repayments of the Advances made out of the Consolidated 
Fund by the late Loan Co 7 Jimissioners. 

Soon after entering on the duties of our office, we obtained from the Secretary of 
the late Commissioners accounts of all the Loans then outstanding, and finding, on 
examining them in detail, that short charges, under the head of interest, to a very 
considerable amount had occurred in many of those accounts, arising principally 
from the instalments not having been paid up at tlie periods when due, at the same 
time tliat the interest was calculated as if they had been so paid, vve deemed it 
advisable to revise the whole mitio; and accordingly we tmnsinillcd to all the 
parties corrected accounts made up to the 5th January 1832, showing at the foot 
thereof the Balances justly due on the several Loans, under the distinct headset 
Principal and Interest, on that day. The accounts so amended have in some cases 
been objected to, though, we tliink, without a sufficient reason, apd a large portion 
of back interest has been paid up in the course ot‘ the last year. 

Many of these Loans are, however, heavily in arrear, both as to instalments ol 
principal and interest ; and in the case of some of the largest of them, tiiere is no 
immediate prospect of those arrears being reduced. Tiie abstracts of the several 
Loans which accompany tliis letter, marked ( 1 .) & (E-)» "'ifi show the amount d rrm- 
oipal and Interest due upon each of the Loans when taken up by us, and the amount 
subsequently paid in up to the 31st December 1832, as well as the Balances 
retnaming due up to the latter date. 



3 ^/. Inland 
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3</. Inland Navigalion. 

The maintenance of the Upper Shannon Navigation from Lough Allen to Ath- 
lone ; the maintenance of Buoys and Beacons on Lough Dci'g ; a short Canal and 
Turning Bridge at Court, on the River Maig, together with the Tyrone Canal from 
Coal Island to Lough Neagh, are under our charge, and the repairs to these 
works provided for in the Estimate submitted to Parliament and voted last year, 
have been carried into effect. 

The Upper Shannon Navigation is susceptible of considerable improvement; 
but as a full Report on the state of the River Shannon generally will be shortly 
submitted by the Commissioners appointed for that purpose, we deem it unneces- 
sary to dwell further upon this subject. 



4^/i. Fisheries. 

The principal duties which have devolved upon us under this head were, '.the 
completion of several Fishery Piers, and the collection of the balances due by 
poor hshennen on advances heretofore made to them out of the Fishery Loan 
Fund. The first of these objects has been in great measure accomplished, and 
your Lordships have since approved of an inspection of all the small Piers con- 
structed of late years by funds provided partly or in the whole by Government. 
The Report of the Engineer employed by us on that service is in a state of great 
forwardness, and will be laid before your Lordships without delay. 

It may not be irrelevant, however, to mention here, that they appear to have 
been productive of great advantages to the neighbouring districts, not only as 
affording encouragement to tlje Fisheries, but also accommodation for the landing 
and shipment of produce, goods, manure, &c., on which considerations they seem 
to merit the attention of Government. 

In consequence of the discontinuance in April 1830 of the Fishing Bounty, the 
occurrence of two successive unproductive seasons, and the severe distress with 
which, in the year 1831, the inl)abitants of the west of Ireland were visited, the 
poor fishermen have been generally found unable to fulfil their engagements as 
formerly, and are therefore considerably in arrear. We regret to add, that the 
comparatively insignificant sum which has been received on this account in the last 
year, has not been obtained but by law proceedings, which have absorbed the 
greater part of the money. 

Your Lordships have, however, been pleased to take the matter under favour- 
able consideration, and to authorize our withholding further proceedings against the 
remaining debtors to the Fishery Fund. 



5f/i. Certain Roads and Bridges under 6 Geo. iv. c. 101. 

The Roads and Bridges wliich it has become our duty to superintend and keep 
in repair under the provisions of the said Act, are such as have been constructed 
subsequently to the year i8'iO, and a moiety at least of the cost of which has 
been defrayed by Government ; they generally run through remote districts here- 
tofore comparatively neglected, and have proved of very great public benefit, as 
miivei-sallv reported by our officers in charge, and confirmed in a very satisfactory 
manner by our Engineer, who recently made a tour of insiiection ot these Roads 
and the Works connected therewith. _ . , 

Li the management we have continued the system of superintendence adopted 
by our predecessors, the late Board of Inland Navigation, winch we think effi- 

*^*^Tlie expenditure is repaid by Grand Jury Presentments on our certificates, 
and those of the Chief or Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. 

Our first object in the maintenance of these Roads is to keep them in sub- 
stantial good repair; our second, to effect tliai operation at the smallest possible 

Some inconvenience attends the great extent of districts in proportion to that 
of the Roads, entailing an cx[>ense in superintendence wJiicIi, under other circum- 
stances, would be adequate to more extensive lines, particularly if they were more 

connected. . , „ 

A 2 Public 
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6 lh. Public Buildings in Dublin, ^c. and the Pheeniv Park. 

The Julies of the late Dublin Board of Public Works have engaged terj much 
of our attention, with a view to various alterations which we deem it expedient to 

'"'Stliruah we cannot promise any further immediate reduction of expenditure on 
the estimates of the few last years, during which the Buddmgs have not had a 
nroner degree of repair ; and considering their extent and importance, the additional 
ohiects thdt have recently been consigned to this branch ot our department, and 
the extensive repairs and improvements which we find almost universally neces- 
sary, yet we feel confident in effecting, when our arrangements shall be completed, 
a very great saving in proportion to the work to, be executed. 



71/i. Dunmore Harbour. 

A Report on the state of dilapidation to which the Pier of Dunmore had been 
subject by a succession of bad seasons, without any repairs being applied to check 
the injury was laid before the Irish Government last year, and a Vote of Parliament 
obtained for 7,500! in part of 15,000/., at which its re-estabhshment on a more 
substantial system was estimated. 

Most respectable contractors have undertaken the Works, and we see no reason 
to doubt the object being fully obtained, unless counteracted by some violent efiort 
of nature to which such Works must ever be liable. 

The operations could not be commenced until very late in the season, consequently 
but little has hitherto been done, the object attempted under those circumstances 
having been to save the Pier from further damage, which wc have reason to lielieve 
has been ell'ected. In the spring the Works may be advantageously carried on with 
activity. 



8M. Kingsto’wn Ilarbotir. 

The Port at Kingstown is an establishment of first rate importance to the trade 
and shipping interests of Dublin, and generally as an Asylum Harbour. 

It has cost up to this time about 500,000 L, and for its consequences and advan- 
tages to the country is worth that, or even a larger expenditure. 

The principal object of extensive safe anchorage has been obtained, but it is 
absolutely necessary to secure what has been so gained by lining the points of the 
Piers with substantial masonry- 

A landing Quay and Wharf is also much wanted, and a few otlier minor objects, 
the entire estimate for which, as laid before the Irish Government, amounts to 
about 70,000 1 . After which it may be left for such further improvements only as 
may be called for hereafter by the wants of trade, or its increasing practical utility 
may be found to warrant. , . 

On assuming the direction of these Works we found some embarrassment arising 
from the want of a definite plan for their future progress. For this wc proposed a 
remedy which has, on a recommendation from the Admiralty, received your Lord- 
ships’ sanction, and it has enabled us to simplify the mode of proceeding, and to 
adopt a system of much greater economy. 

We beg to add, in conclusion, that the provisions of the Act under which this 
Board has been constituted, namely, 1 & 2 William IV. c. 33, for the extension and 
promotion of Public Works, although embracing a great extent of intricate arrange- 
ments, meet the otijects in view, generally speaking, extremely well, except in a 
few points, where it has been found, in the practical working of the Act, some 
amendments might be desirable.

No. 1. Wellesley Bridge and Bocks, Limerick. 

An interesting and valuable work, commenced in 1824, by means of a loan 
from the Consolidated Fund of 55,000 1(.; the late Mr. Nimino being then the 
engineer. 

When the additional loan which has recently received their Lordships’ sanction 
was applied for, the Board found that the work had got into a state of very great 
embarrassment for want of detailed plans, and a proper understanding with the 
contractors. They therefore employed Mr. Vignolles, civil engineer, to assist in 
arbitrating in the matter of the claims made by the contractors, and to form plans 
and arrange measures for the entire termination of the works. 

Mr. Vignolles was some months engaged in this operation, aided by his establish- 
ment, and the Board consider that he has executed the whole of that very intricate 
and arduous task with much discrimination and ability. 

The works are in progress under the immediate superintendence of Mr. L. 
Grantham, civil engineer, anil it is hoped the works will now be brought to as 
satisfactory a conclusion as the state in which this Board found them will admit; 
but they cannot be responsible for defects that may have originated in the earlier 
periods of the works, although they have taken the best steps they could for 
remedying such as they had reason to believe existed. 

No. 2. Dublm and Kingslorvn Railway. 

The Commissioners of Public Works, although not having considered this work 
in the very first class of public utility, have deemed it one worthy of support, as 
having been planned, and likely to be carried on, with spirit and by a considerable 
contribution from the proprietors \ as creating a considerable immediate outlay for 
labour, and a probable permanent increased demand hereafter ; as tending to faci- 
litate communication through a short, but populous district; as a means of intro- 
ducing into Ireland one of tlie great modern improvements, adding to the con- 
venience of the metropolis \ and eventually facilitating means of trade and new 
articles of export. For these reasons the Commissioners proposed to recommend 
a loan of one-third of the estimated cost, viz. 50,000 for which they deem the 
security ample ; but they were induced to add the oilier 25,000/. at the earnest so- 
licitation of the Company, in consideration of the offer of very prompt payment, 
namely, in the first five years (that is, before any payment at all is usually required 
on such loans), which prompt return is to be secured by the additional security of a 
bond, pledging the Company, should tlie tolls fail in producing the amount, to 
make up the instalments by calls on their several shares. 

It may be remarked that the shareholders are prohibited, by their Act, from 
making any transfer of their several sliares before they have paid up instalments to 
the amount of 25 per cent, on each. 

The plans for this work were originally given by the late Mr. Niinmo, but they 
have been entirely revised and materially improved by Mr. C. B. Vignolles, an 
engineer of much practical experience in the construction of such works in Great 
Bi'kain, and who has been appointed the directing engineer to the Company. 

The preliminary arrangements are nearly completed, and the plans and specifi- 
cations are before several contractors, who are to deliver in their proposals at the 
latter end of January, very soon after which this considerable undertaking will be 
commenced, by an outlay in the first instance of 50,000/. from the Company’s 
funds. 



No. 3. Athliinkard Bridge. 

The object is to complete the approaches to the bridge, _ which has been recently 
constructed over the Shannon ; when effected, great lacility will be afforded to the 
communications between the county of Clare and the city ot Limerick, and the 
distance over which the produce of an extensive district is now carried to that great 
market, will be materially shortened. _ , 

The works have been judiciously laid out by Messrs. Pain, engineers and arclu 
tects, by whom the bridge was built.

No. 4. Galway

No. 4. Galway Dock and Harbour Improvements. 

The town of Galway possesses many advantages of position for trade, which has 
hitherto been much cramped for want of adequate and secure accommodation for 
the shipping : great facilities present themselves tor the construction or a wet dock, 
which it is the object of this loan to obtain. , , , 

Several engineers of eminence, formerly consulted, agreed upon what ought to 
be the general nature of the work; and Mr. Killaly, adopting their principles, has 
recenllv drawn up the requisite plans and specifications, on which a contract will be 
entered into immediately; the preliminary steps having been taken of the purchase 

by inquisition of the premises and ground to be occupied. 

A copy of the plan (on a small scale) accompanies this Report. It will be per- 
ceived that a short canal is traced thereon, connecting the dock with the great 
interior Lake Corrib, a project which, although apparently of easy execution and 
of manifest advantage, is entirely beyond the means within reach of the Dock 
Commissioners, on account of the expense, which would be considerable, not only 
from traversing the town and a rocky soil, but from considerahle obstructions 111 
that part of the Lake itself, the removal of which would be attended with much 
difficulty 

No. 5. Ardglass Harbour. 



Fourteen thousand pounds borrowed by mortgage of harbour dues, have already 
been expended on these works; but the priority of the security has been given by 

the parties in favour of this loan. , 

A harbour has been created, very small certainly, but in other respects excellent. 
The work is extremely well planned and executed under the general control of Sir 
John Rennie, and is likely to prove a very beneficial undertaking. 

During progress it has been examined by the Board’s chairman ; and before the 
final issue waf made on this loan, an inspection took place by Mr. Killaly, engineer, 
upon whose satisfactory report the payment was made. 

The harbour is now perfectly efficient, although some parts remain to be finished 
off during the ensuing season. 



No. 6. Limerick Navigation Company 

For certain very necessary improvements where impediments exist to the navi- 
gation, also for useful and desirable accessories in docks and quays at each end, 
and a steam dredge-boat. The object is peculiarly worthy of encouragement, this 
being one great outlet to the extensive interior navigation of the Shannon. 

The traffic and intercourse have increased to a very great degree within the last 
two years, chiefiy by increasing the number of steam vessels on the lakes. The 
works are carrying on and have advanced considerably under the direction of 
Mr. Dargan, engineer, and have been inspected and favourably reported on by 
a Member of the Board. 

No. 7. Newry Navigation. 

For the improvement of the port, by deepening the channel of the river, to admit 
ships of a greater draft of water. 

This is proposed to be eflecled according to a plan given by Sir John Rennie, 
and forms part of the works, the execution of which is provided lor by the Act of 
Incorporation of the Newry Navigation Company. 

No part of this loan has been issued, the necessary securities not having been 
perfected. 

No. 8. Drogheda Harbour Commissio 7 iers. 

This loan is for the purpose of improving the navigation of the river Boyne, below 
the town of Drogheda, by removing obstructions, and giving a freer inlet to the 
tidewaters. 

The original plans were prepared by Mr. Nimmo ; they have been revised, and 
the harbour examined, by Mr. Bald in the last summer, u’ho has given a very favour- 
able view of the capabilities of the port, and has suggested a modified ^ project 
adapted to the means, applicable to the attainment of the object, which project has 
been adopted by the Commissioners, and is now in course of execution under the 
direction of Mr. Bald. 

No. 9. Dublin 
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No. g. Dublin and Bkssington Roads. 

Tills line of cormnunication promises to be very useful; it is intended for a mail- 
coach, but requires some impediments to be removed on the first 1 2 miles from 
Dublin, wlieh the whole 40 mites will be very efficient. * 

The tolls exceed 1,800/. per annum, and are increasing. 

The plans and estimates for the proposed works are judicious and reasonable; 
they were framed by Mr. Wm. Dargan, an engineer of much practical experience in 
road making, and have been recently examined and approved by Mr. Owen, the 
Board’s engineer. 

No advance has yet been made on account of this loan, the necessary securities 
not having been perfected. 

No. 1 0. The Knight of Kerry. 

The object of this application is to bring into active operation a promising source 
of national industry. The slates appear likely to be brought into successful compe- 
tition with others both for foreign and home consumption. 

Before the Commissioners concluded upon this loan, they caused an examination 
to be made by Mr. H. H. Killuly, civil engineer, wliose report upon the situation 
of the quarries, the (juality of the slates, the road communications, and facility of 
shipment, was of a highly favourable character. By a return furnished by the pro- 
prietor, it afipears that the number of persons employed in these works, by means 
of this advance, is upon an average about (daily) 120 men. 



No. 1 1. Wklclm Copper Mine Company. 

A favourable account has been given of the quality of the metal, and of the 
general capabilities of this mine, by Mr. Carter, the engineer sent to examine it; 
and tliere is every probability of the application of this advance being attended with 
beneficial effects. 

New machinery of considerable power has been erected, and the unwatenng of 
the mine proceeded upon. The managers expect to give employment to upwards 
of 400 persons, and to increase the future produce in a great degree. 

No. 12. Rev. Philip O’Reilly. 

The total expense of this chapel is stated to be 300/., of which 200/. have been 
obtained from other sources. Such small loans as t.his applied for, being chiefly for 
labour, with quick repayment, the Board consider peculiarly worthy of favourable 
consideration. . 

The application, however, has not yet been followed up, Mr. 0 Reilly not having 
executed the requisite bond. 



No. 13. James O'Gorman, Esq., for Drainage of Land. 

Continuation of a very useful system of improvement of land, and very worthy 
of encouraBement. The work is carried on under the immediate conduct of Mr. 
O’Gonnau, whose operations liave been represented to the Board as productive of 
mud) practical improvement, not only to his own property, but to the neighbouring 

*^*The loan beinrr a very small one, the Board were induced to recommend it on 
an txaminaiion 'of the plan and description, and the certificate of Mr. Magrath, 
surveyor, together with the strong corroborating representations of gentlemen 
of respectability as to the general value of Mr. O’Gorman s exertions and 
improvements. 



No. 14. John Salmon, Esq., to work Slate Quarries near Killahe. 

The slates of Killaloe bear a high character. The quarries have many advan- 
tages of situation, and there is every reason to believe that the extension “f “e 
workim.-s {nliich have hitherto been carried on m a very languid state) would be 
successful and beneficial to the country. The nature of the quarries is well known, 
and they have been visited by the Chairman of the Board. 

Although the application was for 1,000/., Mr. Salmon has subsequently been 
content to limit it to 500/, No. iMnivi 
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No. 15. Richard Johnson, Esq., Cronebane Mines. 

This advance appears likely to lead to the more advantageous working of a pro- 
mising mine, and consequently to the improvement of the country, and to the 
benefit of the working classes. 

Considerable expense has been incurred in necessary preparations, the steam 
engine has been constructed, but has not yet arrived at the works : when the 
engine shall be erected and in operation, the second instalment shall be issued, and 
it may be expected that the work will then proceed with spirit. 

No. 16. Earl of Beshorough. 

Some progress has been made in this work, sufficient to allow of an issue on 
account of the loan to the extent of 500 L The execution of the work of drainage 
is superintended by Mr. Easton, engineer, who furnished the plan for the same to 
Lord Beshorough, and the Board have every reason to believe, from their inquiries, 
that the object Is of easy execution, and must prove advantageous as well to the 
country as to the noble proprietor. 

No. 17. Mrs. Blake, Merlin Park. 

This quarry contains a superior quality of black marble, and has many natural 
advantages in situation and in its nature for extension of the works by an increase 
of capital for certain requisite machinery. 

The loan, however, has not been perfected, the Board's law advisers being of 
opinion tliat the security tendered was not sufficient. 

No. i8. Grand Jury, County of Town of Galway, for consh'uction of Quays in 
connexion with Claddagh Pier. 

The plan of this work was given by Mr. MacDonnell. The plan and site were 
examined and approved by Mr. Killaly, engineer, l>y whom the specification for 
the erection of the work was prepared : the work is in progress, and an instalment 
has been paid thereon. 

No. ig. Grand Jury, County Carlow. 

The overseers under the presentment had entered into a contract for the building 
of a new court-house, before application was made to this Board for a loan for the 
purpose ; the inquiries of the Commissioners were therefore limited to the plans 
and specifications of the work, which were made by Mr. Morrison, architect, of 
Dublin ; some alterations have been adopted upon tlie suggestion ot Mr. Owen, 
architect to this Board. The work is well advanced towards completion, and 
during Its performance about 100 persons, upon the average, have been employed, 
including tradesmen and artisans. 

Nos. 20 & 21. Grand Juries, Counties /Intrim and Londonderry ; a new JVooden 
Bridge over the River Bann. 

This is to replace an old bridge which has fallen into complete decay, and is 
necessary to keep up an important communication between the counties of Derry 
and Antrim. The project has been completely remodelled by Mr. Bald, the engi- 
neer appointed by the Board for the investigation of the application, and the 
Grand Jury have approved of the alterations suggested. 

The work has not yet commenced. 

No. 22. Grand Jury, County Roscommon ; Road from Bridge of Tarmonbarry 
to Lung Bridge. 

This road was originally laid out by R. L. Edgeworth, Esq. under the orders of 
the Post-ofiice department, and afterwards by tlie late Mr. Nimmo. The plans 
submitted to the Board on behalf of the Grand Jury were prepared by Mr. Jaines 
Clarke, who had been employed by Mr. Nimmo, and who has had much practical 
experience. Mr. Clarke was particularly examined at the Board with reference to 
the direction, levels, and other particulars necessavv to satisfy the Board as to the 
propriety of the line adopted for the road. That investigation, in addition to the 

view 
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view taken of it by the former engineer, rendered it unnecessary, in opinion of the 
Board, to incur the expense and delay of a further survey. The work is in pro- 
gress of execution by contract, under the superintendence of Mr. Clarke ; and one 
instalment has been issued, previous to which an inspection was made by Mr. 
Edward Russell. 

The importance of this road is very considerable, as it opens to the province of 
Connaught the means of transport aferded by the Royal Canal, which joins the 
Shannon at the point where the road commences; and should the Grand Jury of 
the county of Mayo grant a presentment for a continuation from the county bounds 
at Lung Bridge to the Government road at Swineford, a complete communication, 
by road and inland navigation, will be effected for the reciprocal conveyance of 
goods, merchandize and produce between the city of Dublin, the town of Killala, 
and the intermediate line of country. ^ . 

Nos. 23 & 24. Grand Juries, Counties Tipperary and JVaterford; Roadjimi 
Clogheen to Cappoquin. 

The plans and estimates for this work were given by Mr. Thomas Kearney, 
who has had much experience in the execution of such wprks, and approved of by 
the late Mr. Killaly. Application being made for an instalment, the road was 
inspected by Mr. Gibbons, whose report of the manner in which the work was 
proceeding was satisfactory. 

No. 25. Grand Jury, City of Limerick; Mail-coach Road from Limerick to 
Waterford. 

The turnpike from the tolls of which this road was repaired, has been removed. 
The road has since got into so bad a state as to render it almost impracticable for 
the mail. This advance, therefore, was of very pressing nature. 

No. 26. Grand Jury, City of Limerick; Mail-coach Road from Limerick 
to Ennis. 

Part of the above road : the same remark applies. The repairs of these roads 
have been made according to the specification prepared by Mr. Russell, superin- 
tendent of roads under the management of this department. 

No. 27. Grand Jury, County Kilkenny; Road from Kilkenny to Freshford. 

The loan was a small one, to effect some very necessary improvements, by the 
turning of hills, &c. in an old line of road. 

No. 28. Grand Jury, County Galway ; part of Road from Castlerea to Ballimisloe, 
near the 'Town of Balimagar. 

A short line of useful road laid out by Mr. Michael Egan, and revised and 
approved of by Mr. Killaly. The application was for a mure extensive line, but 
a part of it was found to be wanting in general utility. 

Nos, 29 & 30. Gra)ul Juries, Counties of Clare and Gakoay ; part of Road from 
Ennis to BalUnasloe, between termination of Road at Knockheha and Dcrrybrien. 

This road will open a poor mountainous district. T he presentments weie made 
contingent upon a grant being allowed of a moiety of the expense, which their 
Lordships were pleased to sanction. £. 167 'S to be contributed by an individual, 

James Molony, Esq. • r 1 

The work has not been proceeded with. Some difficulty has arisen from the 
circumstance of the Grand Jury of the county of Clare not having presented at 
the last assizes for the bridges. 

No. 31. Grand Jury, Town of Currickfergus ; Road from Antrim to Carrickjergus 
and Larne. 

This line of road will open an easy communication across the county of the 
town of Carrickfergus. _ , , , , ^ , 

The survey was made by Mr. Stephenson, an engineer employed by the Grand 
Jury and was subsequently examined by Mr. William Armstrong, an engineer 
g. ' 1, sent 
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sent by this Board. Some material suggestions of improvement made by him have 
been adopted. 

No. 32. GranclJiiry, County Antrbn; Road from Larne to Ballycaxtle. 

This is a road of more than usual importance, both as regards general utility 
and as a work of considerable difficulty. 

A fine tract of country, comprehended between the coast of Antrim and the 
ranfre of mountains from Carrickfergus to Ballycastle, has hitherto been cut off 
from any reasonable means of intercourse by the badness of the roads over those 
mountains, some of which are conducted for miles at slopes varying from one in 
six to one in twelve. Many projects have been formed, at different times, for an 
improved line, but were abandoned on account of the very considerable expense 
attached to them. 

Mr. Fulton at length gave in a plan, with a very moderate estimate ; having with 
much judgment proposed a mode of overcoming the principal difficulty by a com- 
paraiively^sinall outlay, and on that plan the Grand Jury made their presentment 
and application to this Board for aid. Mr. Bald was employed to make the ne- 
cessary investigation on the part of the Commissioners, and by a lengthened and 
minute examination laid down the whole line for execution, and estimated the 
entire expense at 25,140/., being 9,236/. more than Mr. Fulton’s. 

The presentment and grant are short of Mr. Bald’s estimate by 7,192/.; but 
on an understanding with the Grand Jury that the money should be expended as 
far as it would go in improving the worst passages, the work has been commenced 
under the immediate comrol of this Board, and the superintending direction com- 
mitted by them to Mr. Bald; the road being necessarily carried in some parts 
under high perpendicular rocks, and at the verge of an exposed sea, bears some 
remarkable features pf construction, and requires very great skill and attentive con- 
sideration in its execution in detail, and from an examination of its commencement, 
the Board have entire confidence in Mr. Bald’s ability and laborious exertions for 
performing it in the most substantial and economical manner. 

Annexed is a Plan explanatory of the nature of this undertaking. 

No. 33. Grand Jury, County Leitrim. 

This is for part of the extensive and useful line of new road between Drumsna 
and Bundoran, which had been carrying on by loans from the former Loan Com- 
missioners, on Grand Jury presentment. In order to prevent a cessation in the 
work between the closing of the old fund and the instituting of the new one, by 
the Act for the promotion of Public Works, the greater part of this money was 
advanced by the treasurer of the county. 

The work has been finished, and previous to the final issue, the Commissioners 
caused it to be inspected and reported upon by Mr. John Kelly. 

Fo. 34. Grand Jury, County of Galway \ Road between Loughrea and Derrybnen. 

An interesting line much wanted, through a wild country, and proposed to be 
opened by a small presentment by the Grand Jury, aided by a contribution from 
an individual (the Honourable F. Ponsonby), and a grant from this Board. 

The line was laid out by the late Mr. J. Killaly, engineer to this Board, and will 
afford a useful continuation to those bearing the numbers 29 and 30. 

No. 35. Small Pier at Garry Kennedyt on Lough Derg. 

A proposed shipping place on Lough Derg (on the river Shannon), with a 
connecting road to other communications in the interior, on a project by Mr. R. 
Griffith. 

This pier and road are likely to afford facilities also for embarking slates from 
quarries in the neighbourhood, on which account the Mining Company of Ireland 
contribute a portion of the expense. 

No. 36. Fishery Pier at Rathcoursey. 

A small pier in Cork harbour, which the Board have reason to believe would be 
useful. The work has been executed ; but on the report of Mr. Gibbon (the 

gentleman 
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gentleman they sent to examine it) of the insufficiency of some of the work, a por- 
tion of the grant has been withheld. 

Nos. 37, 38, and 39, are for roads already reported on, under the head of 
Loans, Nos. 29 and 30, 28 and 32. 

No. 40. Waterford and Limerick Railway. 

The reports of many eminent engineers coincide in opinion as to the great advan- 
tages to be derived from this work, and the peculiar facilities presented by tlie 
country for the undertaking. The Commissioners have been so thoroughly iii]- 
pressed with the same view of it, from the more recent report of Mr. Bald, the 
engineer they employed to examine the present state of the line, that they have 
offered to recommend a loan of 100,000/., provided the Company would raise a 
/»£»«« subscription to the same amount, and produce the necessary accurate 
detailed plans and specifications. It is hoped that these conditions may still be 
complied with in time to prevent the abandonment of an object in many respects 
very desirable. 

No. 41. Youghal Bridge. 

A loan from the Consolidated Fund of 10,000 /. was obtained in addition to the 
8,300/. subscribed for by shares, for the construction of this Bridge, which has 
created a saving in distance of several miles in a leading thoroughfare and mail- 
coach road in tlae south of Ireland. 

The further advance which has been since required is for clearing off llielast 
expenses, and for certain very desirable additions not originally contemplated. 
The anticipated tolls appeared to afford adequate security, and the application 
would have been submitted for the sanction of the Treasury, but for a difficulty 
experienced by the Bridge Commissioners in obtaining the final account from the 
contractors. 

No. 42. Belfast Harbour. 

The Ballast Corporation of the important trading port of Belfast have procured 
an Act for improving the navigation, by straightening and deepening the channel up 
to the town, and much correspondence has taken place with this Board respecting 
a loan for the purpose. In consequence, however, of some difficulties in the 
arrangements for the purchase of certain premises wliich were necessary to carry 
the project then in contemplation into execution, the Corporation have intimated an 
intention to suspend for the present their application. 

No. 43. Mining Company of Ireland. 

The Company, for the purpose of extending their operations, were desirous of 
procuring an advance on the mortgage of certain valuable estates. The security was 
perfectly”good, but owing to certain legal difficulties the intention was abandoned. 



No. 44. Canal from Enniscorihy to Weaford. 

The Board was consulted on the project last year, but the proper period 
elapsed without the Bill, which is necessary, being brought into Parliament. It 
is understood that it will be presented to the two Houses during the present 
Session. _ - /• j 

The object is a canal to admit such vessels as can enter the port ot >V exlord, 
ten miles into the interior to Enniscorthy, in the midst of a most lertile district. 

All the essential parts of very detailed Plans are completed, and the Board have 
reason to believe, that on inquiry this undertaking will be found well worthy of 
the aid of a loan. 

No. 45. Canal from Clare to Ennis. 



There are peculiar capabilities in the River Fergus, between Clare and Ennis, for 
a most important improvement, by cutting through a rock, unci establishing a lock, 
a fine interior ship canal or basin, of two miles exlent, would at once be opened 
for the purposes of commerce, and the accommodation ol shipping. These places, 
however, have not yet an extent of trade equal to bear the expense, or nioans of 
offering the security required by the Act of Parliament to obtain a loan adequate 



to the object. 



No. 46. Harbour 
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No. 46. Harbour of Portruah, Cotmti/ of Antrim. 

For completin.1 this small harbour. The application has not been persevered 
in, the patties having, it is understood, found other means of procuring tlie money. 

No. 47. Road from Bailidmough to Kells, Counties of Cavan and Meath. 

Objections to the line of road as planned and presented for, which the Board 
thought well founded, were made by Mr. Dubourdieu, the engineer whom they 
had employcti, and the application may perhaps be renewed on a different 
system. 

No. 49. Dublin IVide-strect Comrnmiontrs. 

The improvements proposed in the city consist of tlie removal of the buildings 
which obstruct the passage from the city to the Phcenix Park, and to the north- 
western road, and* which are in such a state of degradation as to be a public 
nuisance, and an injurious neigbbourhood to the Royal Barracks, immediately in 
front of which they stand. It has long been, and still is, the desire of the Irish 
Government, and of the city authorities, to provide a remedy for the incon- 
venience. Inquisition8havebeenheld,and the premises valueuat 30,123/. 17^. \od. 
The security offered for the repayment of which was the Wide-street tax, collected 
under the authority of Grand Jury presentment. The advantages likely to result 
from the removal of the nuisance before alluded to, and the consideration that the 
erection of a superior class of buildings would create considerable employment for 
the working classes, induced this Board to recommend this loan for the sanction of 
their Lordships. It appearing, however, that the Wide-street Commissioners are 
already considerably indebted to the Government, their Lordships have thought 
proper for the present to withhold their sanction. 

Nos. 48, 50, 51 and 52. 

Roads in different parts of the country which have been before the Board for 
partial investigation, but not yet presented for. 

The Board have suggested alterations in some of the projects and estimates, and 
have every reason to judge that the whole of these roads would be highly useful in 
their several districts. 

No. 53. Quay at Passage West, County Corlc. 

The proposal is to construct a Pier and Quay at Passage West, in Cork Haven, 
f.ir the use of shipping, and as part of a system connected with docks in the same 
neighbourhood, would be to a degree useful ; but without such additions, the pre- 
mises offered as security are reported by Mr. Halpin, the engineer employed by the 
Board, to be insufficient. 

No. 54. For Reclaiming and Drahiing Land in Counties of Clare and Sligo. 

The applicant, a Mr. John Bowie, an able practical man, put forward what 
appeared to be useful projects for the improvement of lands which he had taken 
for that purpose, but found it difficult to comply with all the conditions required 
by the Act in order to obtain loans, and did not persevere in bis application. 

No. 55. To open a Small Cut from the Royal Canal to a Turf Bog. 

This application has not been followed up, on account, it is apprehended, of the 
disproportionate expense and trouble of complying with the necessary forms for so 
small an advance. 

No. 56. To improve the Navigation to Killeen Mills, on a small Stream 
communicating zvitk the Shannon. 

This application has dropped ; it is presumed for the same reason as the last. 



Nos. 57, 58, 59 . 7 . 5 . 79 - 

These applications were made, but not persevered in. 



No. 60. Bi'idgs 
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No. 6o. Bridge of Liscannor, County Clare. 

A work very much wanted in the midst of a poor and remote district of Clare. 
Some delay has occuri'ed in consequence of the original estimate being reported 
insutheient, by Mr, lialpin, jun., the engineer employed by tlje Board, and subse- 
quently by their own engineer, Mr. Owen ; which it is hoped will be rectified at the 
ensuing Assizes. 

Nos. 6i & 63. Two useful Bines of Road. 

Some alterations have been suggested in the original project. 

No. 62. Roadfrom Bantry to Kenmare, Counties of Cork and Kerry. 

This is an extensive and very important and desirable work as regards [jublic 
utility. The present direct communication is by a mountain track, and a carriage 
from one place to the other must go 80 miles, whilst, by the proposed line, the dis- 
tance, by easy slopes and good road, will be only about 26. A thorough inves- 
tigation has been made by Mr. Bald, on the part of the Board, at the expense of 
tlTe Marquis of Lansdowne, and the work has been strongly urged by them to the 
favourable attention of the Grand Juries of the two counties, with an offer to 
recommend it to the Treasury for the largest possible degree of support. 

No. 64. For eadensions to Grand Canal. 

Could make no showing of the security required by the Act. 

No. 74. For a Canal to Nenagh. 

The calculation of the expense of construction was considered to be much under- 
rated, and the security inadequate. 

No. 70. Fora short Road, County Galway. 

Was wanting in public utility. 

No. 71. For construction of a Harheurat Cushendun. 

Wanting in general utility and in security for repayment. 

Nos. 65, 66, 67, 68, 6g, 72, 73. 

Were for objects not comprehended in the Act. 

No. 76. To repair Cathedral of Ross. 

The security offered was found to be insufficient. 

No. 77. Construction of the Roads 
reported on under No. 38. but wanting in general utility. 

No. 78. For a small Inner Tier at Portrusk. 

The object of this application was to obtain a grant of 1 ,000V. under the 62d 
Clause of the Act for the promotion of Public Works, as for a small fishery pier, 
while in fact it would he a contribution to the Harbour now forming iur other pur- 
poses under a special Act of Parliament. 

No. 80. For a Pier at Cushendun. 

Application for a grant of 4,000 not coming in any way under the provisions 
of the Act.
